Rush City is a village of about 1,200 
people on the Northern Pacific, and for 
a time it was feared the entire com­ 
m u n i t y would be wiped out. 
Tho es­ 
tim ate of the loss is $200,000. 
The Johnson block 
contained two 
banks, the Rush City State hank and 
the First National bank. 
It also con­ 
tained the city 
electric light plant, 
two telephone offices and the offices 
of many 
professional men, 
besides 
some s t o r e s . 
The block w a s the prin­ 
cipal business structure of the village. 
The local fire department, assisted 
bv the citizens generally, succeeded 
after a long, hard fight in getting the 
fire under control. 
People of the vil­ 
lage had retired for the 
night when 
the fire alarm was given. 
There were no casualties as far as 
is known. 
The ruins are still too hot 
for inspection or search. 
The origin of the fire is not known.
